Two St. Paul Tragedies oi Un- 


usual Bloodiness Cleared 


by Revelation. 


CHICAGO, May 8,—Today was the qui- 


etest since the strike began. There has 
been practically no rioting, and the police 


woro called on but once to rescue nonun- 


ion men. The employers started to make 


deliveries on the apparent theory that 


the strike i* broken. Over a thousand 
wagons were said to be on the streets. 


Some of the State street stores sent out 
the normal number for the first time. 
Reputy sheriffs and private, guards, many 
armed with rifles, aided the police to pre- 
serve order. Patrolmen under' orders of 
the chief of police, will not accompany 
wagons hereafter on foot, but be seated 


beside the driver. 


This order was 
found necessary by 


Chief O'Neill owing to the'extension of 
the territory where deliveries nre being 
made and the inability of the police force 
to protect all of the wagons now in ser- 
vice with a walking guard. The neces- 


' sity of clearing the streets for the em- 


ployers' wagons has abated. 


The new order came after a consulta- 


tion getween Mayor Dunne and Chief of 
Police O'Neill.

Battling with four strike sympathizers 


today in view of more than 1.000 men, 
Deputy Sheriff Robert Muhnll rescued the 
driver of ;v United States Express com- 
pany wngon and after knocking down 
four md-Twith the butt of a revolver ar- 
rested the quartette. 
The wagon had 


just driven across Franklin street in 
Jackson 
boulovnrd, when 
teamsters 


Mockacled the way and were menacing 
the express driver, who appealed to Mil- 
hall. Men iu the 
crowd armed' with 


"Blackjacks",attacked the deputy sheriff, 
but he overmatche'd his assailants. 


The Peabody company, against which 


there has been a special fight, sent to- 
day caravans of loaded coal wagons with- 
out molestation. Police and deputy shc-r- 
ofTs, however, continued 10 guard all or 
nearly all vehicles driven by nonunion 
teamsters. 


INVESTIGATIXO COMMITTEE. 


Today, the thirty-first

teamsters' strike, found both side? pre- 
pared for an even more intense struggle 
during the week to come—the week in 
whictTprcsident Roosevelt is to visit Chi- 
cago. 


The.commission composed of Prof. Gra- 


ham Taylor, Towner K. Webster and 
Wm. C. Boydon appointed by Mayor 
Dunne to investigate charges of graft and 
blackmail on .the part of union loaders 
and of efforts to incite trouble on the 
part of the .employers, have made detail- 
ed plans for beginning the inquiry. 


MAKE CONSPIRACY CHARGE, s. 


The merchants have made plans for 


more strenuous efforts to bring the re- 
calcitrant team owners into line, and the 
Federation of Labor on tlio other hand 
has resolved to seek the indictment-, of 
the officials of the Employers' association 
for this effort, calling it conspiracy.. 


The strike commission which was to 


begin work this afternoon from all ap- 
pearances Jvill have no holiday task. It 
is without power of subpoena and nil the 
information it gets will of necessity be 
volunteered. The union leaders declare 
they will submit volumes of testimony, 
bearing on the charges that the employ- 
ers have fostered the war by_ claiming to 
extend tlio strike through a score of 
trades.

On the other hand the employers arc 


not enthusiastic over the project, seeing 
little good that is likely to come of it, 
though Chairman Taylor was assured the 
merchants would do nothing to block the 
inquiry.

' THE EXECUTION 


ST. PAUL, 
May 8.—Edward Gott- 


schalk, charged with the double murder 
of 
Christian Schindeldecker, a ' West 


Seventh 
street butcher , and Joseph 


Hartman, his accomplice, today pleaded 
guilty to the charge of having murdered 
Joseph Hartniiinn, and made a confes- 
sion to Judge Lewis in the 
district 


court of his part in both crimes. Judge 
Lewis accepted the plea and announced 
that he would pass sentence on them. 


When Gotuchalk's name was called 


in court' today, he with hia attorney, 
stepped to the judge's desk and after a 
long talk in low tones, the court an- 
nounced the plea of court arid its accep- 
tance^ 


Christian Schindeldecker was murder- 


ed at noon Saturday, February IS in his 
butcher shop, 523 West Seventh street. 
His body was horribly mutilated by one 
of his own cleavers, and the'motive was 
robbery. Edward Gottschalk 
was 'ar- 


rested on Feb. 25 on a charge of having 
committed the crime and the police at 
once began a search for Joseph Hart-' 
mann who was 
seen 
in Gotlschalk's 


company on that day. Hartmann could 
not be located by any means and the po- 
lice 
advanced the theory that Gott- 


schalk had killed him also. Then they 
began a systematic search of the-haunta 
of the two men and dragged the river. 
Near Pike Island, where Gottschalk'had 
a fishing camp, on -March 17, the body of 
Joe Hartmann was brought up from the 
river. The skull was crushed and two 
sadirons were tied to the feet. Gott- • 
schalk strenuously denied all knowledge 
of both crimes and repeatedly stated 
that the man who killed Schindeldecker 
so fiendishly ought to be treated in the 
same manner. Consequently .his plea of 
guilty was a great surprise to those con- 
nected with the case. 


A brief outline of the statement made 


to the court was given by Gottschalk's 
attorney as follows: 


According to 
Gottschalk, Hartmann 


planned the Schindeldecker robbery, and 
the younger fellow entered the butcher 
•shop and killed the butcher'while Gott- 
schalk remained on the out-side in the 
street; Hartmann came out1 and told 
Gottsclm!k: what ho- had done, much to 
Gottschalk's surprise and dismay. •»•'. ' j 


Gottschalk then tried to avoid Hart- 


mann, but the actual murderer persisted 
in following him about. • ' 


Gottschalk on the Monday following 


the murder went to Pike's Islaiid 'and 
Hartmann trailed after him. - 
; •' 


Gottschalk could not rid''himself of 


Hartmann. 
Finally Hartmann produced 


a razor rind made a savage attempt to 
kill Gottschalk. In 
self-defense 
Gott- 


schalk killed Hartmann and threw his 
body into the river.. 


The self-defense story, however plaus- 


ible, the police say, does not comport 
with a plea of guilty of murder in the 
•first degree.

LAST NIGHT CALM ONE. 


With all hope of pardon or reprieve 


abandoned, Bill Rudolph, the notorious 
Union bank robber, lay down'to-sleep 
ast night with apparently no Reeling of 
iervousncss or dread over his approach- 
ing fate. Iu ten minutes he was -slecp- 
ng as peacefully as a child,' though only 
ten more hours o£ life -remained to him. 


"They think it is dangerous to let me 


ive." he said, just before retiring. "So 
[ guess it will have to go. Well, it's all 
right. I have no hard feeling against 
anybody and am ready to die. If I had 
my life'to live over again-I would do 
different, but that is too. late to talk 
about. • 


The Pinkertpns who so relentlessly 


pursued- the man who killed one of their 
number in resisting arrest for the rob- 
3ery of the bank at Union, Mo., have al- 
ready seen George Collins, Rudolph's ac- 
complice'in both crimes, die on the scaf- 
fold. Every effort has been made by 
Rudolph's, attorney and his many admir- 
ers to get executive clemency for him, 
but Governor Folk last night made his 
final refusal to Attorney Finch to inter- 
fere in the case. 


Detective Schumacher for whose mur- 


der Rudolph was hanged today, lived in 
Burlington, Racine county,/where he vim 
born up to..about twenty years ago..He 
was- deputy sheriff and constable there 
for- several years and then weiit to Chi- 
cago to take a position with the Pink- 
erton agency.. ..His brother had .charge 
of the Chicago'office at the time.

AVERS HER NEUTRALITY 


France Says She Has Done All 


in Her Power to Comply 


With th$ Eules. 


SAIGON, Cochin-China, May 8.—Ad-

PARIS, May 8.—The critical, tone of 


the British press concerning France's al-. 
le^-ed breaches' of neutrality in Indo-' 
China brought out an emphatic general 
statement today from the foreign office, 
that the accusations are unfounded. 


The feeling prevails here that the situ- 


ation is gradually assuming much ten- 
sion. Reports are current that the pos- 
itive instructions of the French officials 
were here received perfunctory on the 
part of'their subordinates in Indo-China 
owing to. the individual sympathy exist- 
ing between the- civil and naval French 
and Russian authorities. 


A seiyi-official note issqcd this after- 


noon says: 


"Contrary to the allegation contained 


in a dispatch from Hongkong to a for- 
eign agency not only has the French 
government not disregarded the rules 
.of neutrality, but after sending its civ- 
•il and military agents very precise in- 
structions for the enforcement of those 
rules, the government has 'unremitting- 
ly seen to tbeir extension."

Japanese Banks Have Again Been 


Filhd and Imrusiise Quantities 


of Supplies and Ammuni- 


tion Brought up. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May .8.—Interest 


is once more directed to Manchuria, the 
news 
from the front 
indicating that 


Field Marshal Oyama is pressing Gener 
al Lineviteh's advance posts east and 
west from the railroad with considera- 
ble force, as if about to undertake a 
general offensive movement. TJio Rus- 
sians are offering slight resistance and 
are falling back upon tlviir first line of 
defense. The Russian advance post cov- 
ers a front of about one hundred miles 
extending from 
Singtmanlzue on the 


Liao river in a southwesterly direction 
across the railroad above Changtu to 
thc'-'Madarin road, leading to Kirin, to 
Karialpass, about seventy, miles due east 
of Tie pass. The Russian cavalry pro- 
tect both wings, small .bodies.' being prob- 
ably beyond the Liao river, in Mongolia, 
to guard against a 
surprise 
turning 


movement in that direction. 
Experts 


believe, however, that Oyama's purpose 
is to thrust in from the east, turu Kirin 
and interpose himself between Harbin 
and Vladivostok preparatory to the in- 
vestment of the latter place. 


RUSSIANS ON DEFENSIVE. 


Lineviteh's dispositions seem especial- 


ly taken to meet such a plan. He would 
not give battle along his present line, 
but would gradually retire ,and>draw.in. 
liis: forces 05 Oyama's strategy develops, 
to the main Russian positions which ex- 
tend due cost and west 
from Kirin, 


through Kuanchangteu to Huaitihsien. 
A considerable force of troops also is 
reported to be due east of Kirin as far 
south as the Tumcn river to contest the 
Japanese 
advance neartheastward 
to- 


ward Vladivostok. It is not regarded 
as certain that the Japanese advance, 
will really be seriuus. Oyama is known 
to have received large reinforcements 
which have filled up the Japanese ranks 
and he brought-iip immense quantities 
of supplies and ammunition after the 
battle of Mnkden-both by'way of'Sin- 
mintin'and over the reconstructed Mah.- 
churiah railroad. 


TO 'OCCUR' SIMULTANEOUSLY^ , 


But at -the war office-here, there is a 


difference; of -opinion ---as. 'to-', whether 
Oyama is yet ready and it U_ndded that 
if he is in'earnest probably almost .i 
fortnight .will elapse before the. issue is 
decided, the preliminaries of each of the 
battles of the present war, in view of 
the fact that the armies cover such a 
large area, having always been long and 
tedious.

President Starts tor Washington 


' Alter His Outing in the

SALIDA, Colo., May S.—The presiden- 


tial special left Glenwood Springs, at 5 
a, in., today for Washington 
over the 


Denver and Rio Grande railroad, and is 
scheduled to arrive in Denver at 5.30 p. 
m. The early "start gave to the party an 
opportunity to view from the rear end 'of 
the train the best scenery in Colorado, 
which is said to be the canon of the 
Grande river. 


The president did not rise until 7:45 a. 


m. 
His breakfast was served at 8:30, 


after which he joined the sightseers on 
.the observation end of the car "Rocket." 
Citizens of -Glcnwood Springs were par- 
ticularly considerate of the president's 
feelings this morning. He went to bed 
on the train at 11 p. m., and wanted to' 
get a good rest. A crowd was assembled 
at the station when the train- was made 
up for the start.

When it waa announced that -the presi- 


dent was asleep, tho early risers prepar- 
ed to give the party a'rousing sendoff, 
refrained from cheering and-without "de- 
monstration of any kind, permitted the

—With the arrival here today of ti« t 
tug Patience, come news of one of tho 
most remarkable murine disasters m the 
history of Vineyard Sound shipping. The. 
Joy line steamer Aransas, bound from, * 
Boston for New York waa struck byttha 
coal laden barge Glendower, in tow of 
the tug Patience from Philadelphia for 
Boston at about 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and sunk less than fifteen minutes 
later, but-out of 47 passengers and a. 
crew of 29 on the steamer most of whom 
were asleep at the time of the collision, 
only . one life was lost. Miss Mamie 
Keller, 27 years of age, residence un- 
known,, was missing when the roll of 
passengers was called. 


The tug Patience cleared the Aransas,

The necessity for cor- 
rect spelling is recognized by all business, 
colleges and it is given a prominent place 
in the curriculum. A word incorrectly 
spelled does not necessarily indicate a 
lack of education on the part of the of- 
fender. More often it indicates careless- 
ness. Modern business will not tolerate 
carelessness and the employer who finds 
a clerk careless in spelling is apt to sus-. 
pect carelessness in other things,.much 
to the detriment of his chances for ad- 
vancement."

Assembly bill No. 353. known as the 


Dinsdale bill, to prohibit advertising by 
doctors is a. blow aimed at the fundamen- 
tal rights' of citizens, and especially a 
particular class who make their living off 
the ills of people. The. bill in itself is 
framed with a view lo impress on the leg- 
islature the dire necessity for its pas- 
sage. 
For example it provides'that a. 


.doctor who advertises means for per- 
forming criminal abortions may have his 
license"rcvokod. No one. objects to this 
feature, but it is 'only inserted to ^hidc 
the real animu- of the bill, which is to 
constitute the Wisconsin Medical society, 
and its board n judge and jury giving 
them power to revoke the license of any. 
physician who may incur their displeas- 
ure. There arc now on the statute books 
ample laws to cover cases of criminal 
abortion and malrractice of any 
kind. 


One of the causes for which a license may 
be revoked is •"'Unprofessional conduct." 
The State Medical 'society holds it unpro- 
fessional conduct for a physician to ad- 
vertise, even though he merely inserts a 
cai .1 saying that he makes a specialty of 
certain'ailments. -While a -'-vsician al- 
ways has recourse to the courts and pro- 
vision for appeal to the courts is made 
.in this bill, the mischief lies in the fact 
that the board of doctors first have the 
right to revoke the license before re- 
course can be hud .to the courts. 


A physician's practice is his working, 


capital acquired at a tremendous sacri- 
fice in his younger days by patient wait- 
ing for patients. Except in very rare in- 
stances, it is only after years of service 
that a paying practice- is bvtilt up. Of 
what value can the courts with their slow 
processes be when a physician summarily 
has his practice cut off? He must refuse 
to make calls, to treat patients who call 
at his office and in three months the prac- 
tice which is his capital and which has 
taken years to acquire, has left him, all 
because he may have fallen under the dis- 
pleasure of the Doctors' trust. And the 
restrictions placed about the doctora 
by the various state and county boards 
arc more iniquitous and exacting than 
those of the most arbitrary -labor union. 
The passage of any auelr bill in but an- 
other blow at tho freedom of the people, 
the recognition of a trust that i» »s in- 
sistent and unrelenting in its demands as 
•the most hated industrial monopoly. Tlie 
people are not crying out -for protection, 
it is the'paid attorneys .of the Doctors' 
trust who are asking for a'close corpor- 
ation, the 'retirement of all doctors who 
do not agree that-it js unethical to ad- 
vertise, and t the dear people are; rcprc-. 
sented ns tod imbecile-to. care for them- 
selves. Another case of paternalism akin 
to the. very-deeply buried Bennett. law. 


T1IT3 INDIAN CITIZEN. 


The decision rendered .not'long since 


that a reservation Indian .who had con-' 
ecnted to accept on allotment, enjoyed' 
-the rights..of.other citizens .and. .could 
therefore be free to buy liquor as .white 
men do in non prohibition states, is said 


to bo producing a.bad.effect and that the. 
Indians thus free to buy liquor are going 
tho.pace that kills. Perhaps this was one 
of the inducements that lead so many 
wards of the 'nation to give up the reser- 
vation habit. To'live as white man did 
and to be free to,get-.hilariously'drunk 
or drink in moder'atioivmay have been a 


• drawing card to induce these poor vic- 
i-tinis of excessive indulgence to surrender 
•their tribal protection. But how could 
it woll.be ptherwiee. If the'government 
induces these people to accept allotments, 
to take up the civilization, of the white 
man, it may be inevitable the Indian thus 
transformed "must also accept the fail- 
ures. 


When the government years ago com- 


jncnccd doing away with Indian treaties 
originally entered into on both sides in 
apparent good faith, and selling the acres 
thus purchased from the Indians in bulk, 
the end could be foreseen. Even Indian 
Territory so sadly snorn of its once hand- 
some proportions, is to be united ^yith 
Oklahoma which once was nn integral 
part of Indian territory, and ' the 
two 


made into one state, and this being so, 
how will it be possible to keep the In- 
dians from securing liquor since they will 
be in every way, matter and form, as 
much citizens as any white inhabitants 
could possibly be. There is a way how- 
ever, a way brought forward when the 
matter was before congress last winter, 
this being the establishing' of prohibi- 
tion applying of eoursc everywheres with- 
in tho state limits as one of the require- 
ments established by congress. But pro- 
hibition applies equally to white and In- 
dian. 
^^^ 


-v V2VTAXED ALCOHOL. 


The efforts being made to induce con- 


gress to take, off all tax on alcohol used 
for purposes outside of liquor ought to 
succeed in the next congress. Alcohol is 
being used in the better enlightened old 
world for numbers of purposes and it is 
a cheap fuel, either for illuminants when 
so prepared, or for power purposes, raid 
being very extensively BO used in Ger- 
many. 


As a trust knocker it would be inimit- 


able. Alcohol can be'made on every 
patch of ground. From potatoes, from 
corn, from beets, from all sorts of vcge:. 
tables alcohol can be made, to say noth- 
ing at all of tho alcohol from wood, 
which,, however, is not a safe thing to 
use! But the government tax, $2.07 per 
gallon, stands as a formidable bar to auy 
ordinary use, and the consequent ex- 
pense forbids any general use by the 
public. Alcohol as a. mechanical fuel or 
fuel for mechanical purposes is equal if 
not superior to other material used for 
propelling engines, and for automobiles 
and launches is tbe best to be had, so ex- 
perts say. So that if alcohol was tax 
free, its use would at once be general 
and would largely displace petroleum, 
gasoiinc and products of coal oil. 


This would not,' however, suit 
the 


books of certain powerful interests which 
are more than suspected of being able to 
coutrol legislation in the congress of the 
United States, so for therefore all efforts 
have failed to induce either the govern- 
ment to. take measures, or congress to 
take measures to repeal all ta-^es upon 
this splendid source of power and of 
light. 


To show the use alcohol is being put to 


in I'ranci: and Germany the following 
item from the Youth's Companion will 
be of interest: 
The utilization of alco- 


hol as an illuminant is growing in France 
and Germany, and the subject attracts 
much attention in England. On Hie 
continent alcohol lamps arc-now being 
made with incandescent mantles capable 
of yielding 1,000 candle power. Two hun- 
dred and fifty candle power is very com- 
mon with those lamps. It is claimed 
that they vitiate the atmosphere sensi- 
bly less than any other illuminant ex- 
cept incandescent electric lamps. In 
Germany potatoes, and. in France beets, 
arc now largely used in the production 
of alcohol for industrial purposes. 


The people should have untaxed alco- 


hol for the arts, the sciences and for in- 
dustrial purposes. 


WANT FULL VALVE. 


Cleveland is the latest to catch the 


municipal' ownership idea and a wordy 
match has been in progress for some lit- 
tle time between the city traction in- 
terests and the city authorities. Nat; 
ura-lly the traction lines claim franchises 
in perpetuity which .the city disputes, 
though even if this were true, the city 
might) still condemn, but at a corres- 
ponding cost to purchase. Something 
like $22,000,000 ia talKed of as the figure 
at which the owners of -Uie lines might 
sell out while the mayor ha* a tenta- 
tive proposition, to call it- that, on 
which business might be .done with later 
on the city buying outright the corpora- 
lion.

Mayor Johnson's plan is to "lease its 


tracks to another compa-ny made up of 
six or seven men chosen by the people; 
these men shall operate the lines on d 
salary;' that the presen't street railway 
stock 
shall- be credited a certain divi- 


dend; that Uie franchises be extended 
in tho present company's name, the city 
retaining control by virtue of its lease." 


This tho socialist' mayor says is -the 


first step towards full city ownership. 
Perhaps' it is, but it. does sound tenta- 
tive like to.'use a favorite Chicago ex- 
pression in traction.' literature. But 
•people should understand there is a dif- 
ference with a difference between this 
municipal owncrship'-and municipal man- 
agement. The oil}'., is the owner in the 
llrsl place, but through one thing niid 
another, with the desire • of people 
to 


give freely in order ,to secure, public 
service improvements, cities everywhere 
have givou practically • for nothing that 
for which thare is so much talk uow to 
buy back.

THE LOAX SHARKS. 


The city loan shark would go' very 


quick if prosecuting attorneys would get 
busy and prosecute regardless when com- 
plaint was made." There is no reason, the 
legal rate of interest should be varied 
for money loancrs, and no reason the au- 
thorities should in any manner recognize 
assignment of wages. Illinois may: secure 
an effective law provided the legislature 
will get busy over such a proposition but 
the influence of these-sharks cunningly 
intruded in a number of ways, may de- 
feat tbe purpose. These loan sharks.are 
busy, with the members and have in one 
way" and another kept back the bilf which 
passed the senate some time ago, but 
•\vas hold up in the .assembly. "This loan 
shark measure billj provides that every 
assignment of wages must be in writing, 
that a copy must be promptly filed with 
the employer, .and that the. assignor's 
wife, if he is married, must sign with 
him. Six month's/is the limit of validity 
and all assignments made as.security for 
loans tainted with.usury are void." 


A law imperatively forbidding any 


more interest however disguised than the 
state permits as the legal rate, would go 
far, and with forfeiture of entire loan 
and interest provided if any supterfugc 
is practiced, and giving 'the victim the 
right to repudiate, added, would be very 
effective. 


PROTECT RIGHTS OF TUTS PCBLIC. 


If any streams which are known to be 


used for .public purposes evcn'if not nav- 
igable for regular passenger and freight 
boats, have been stocked with fish and 
arc appropriated by,- private land pro- 
prietors, the government should certain- 
ly take stringent measures to prevent 
the public from being barred from the 
public waters, as a prominent New York 
millionaire is charged to have done. In 
this case the river flows through his land, 
and thus the owner is able by denying 
tho public entrance, to bar them from 
all access to the public waters which at 
one period was used for lumbering pur- 
poses. The waters . of this river have 
been stocked and are kept stocked with 
game fish at the expense of the people, 
and the .law of. eminent domain should 
enable the authorities to condemn 
at 


once entrance ways to the river and land 
on both sides of the stream for public 
purposes, or easements. No person even 
the greatest of our millionaires with as- 
sociates controlling every access to tho 
fields of nature'B' own supplies of raw 
material, 
and 
absolutely • controlling 


price.} everywhere on their products, 
should possess any rights of closing 
streams to the people, and yet -these 
waters ample for public uses, or even if 
not so ample, yet public streams, are 
kept stocked with fish at the expense of 
the state or government. 


XOBLE BILL CLASS LEGIS- 


LATION. 


Senator Noble's bill to compel the mak- 


ers of patent medicines to place on the 
label of every bottle of medicine sold in 
the state the quantity of alcohol, nar- 
cotics, soporifics and other ingredients 
which come under tho head of poisons 
may look like a, measure in the protec- 
tion of the people. Its real animus, how- 
ever, is to turn over to the doctors-a line 
of business which comes from every class 
of society. In other words, where you 
now buy a bottle of cough medicine .for 
twenty-five cents you go to the doctor 
and pay from fifty cents, to a dollar for 
the prescription and'another fifty or 
seventy-five cents to the druggist 
on 


which the doctor gets .another rake-off. 
Here again the dear people are to be pro- 
tected. The doctor, however, though he 
may prescribe the same ingredients, is 
not, compelled to put on the bottle the 
quantity of alcohol, narcotics cte.,'-which 
his medicine contains. This is clearly 
class legislation, and should never pass 
the legislature. Senator Noble is a doc- 
tor himself, and is presumably introduc- 
'ing h'is bill at the instance of the Doctors' 
trust.

HAS BEEN APPUOVKD 


BY THE COMMITTEE 


Ps Purpose is to Allow Municipality 


'Hir.iiiRh Cmms.l 10 Undertake 


Improv mo.its ol Public. 


The senate committee on judiciary on 


yesterday reported to .the senate the 
substitute for bill No. 37a, prepared_«nd 
advocated by Attorney Thomas M. Kear- 
ney of this city. Journal readers-will 
remember that the original bill, known 
as 37ii, proposed to uuthoriye cities of 
the 
second," third and 
fourth class, 


whether operating under the general or 
special charter, to perform public work 
nnd. to purclia.se .necessary tools and 
equipment therefor 
without receiving 


bids or requiring estimate* thereiov. The 
bill was introduced by Assemblyman Bell 
of this city and awakened very great in- 
terest and wide discussion throughout 
the state. Little' attention, 
however, 


wa» paid to it before the committees ot 
in tho assembly until it had been report- 
'ed favorably by the senate committee 
and was on the calendar for passage. Mr. 
Kearney succeeded in having it referred 
to tho committee on judiciary whoro he 
attacked it on various grounds. Ho ar- 
gued that, some measure authoring cit- 
ies to do work on their owu account 
ought to pass, to the end that municipali- 
tiea.mighfnot suffer because of conspir- 
!aoi«» and combinations among contrac- 
-tors. • He urged, however, that the bill 
•87 a destroyed every safeguard which ex- 
perience had built up for the protection 
of tho property owner and-. taxpayer; 
'that it would open wide tho door to ex- 
travagance and to political manipulation 
'in connection with-the doing of public 
'work; that under the bill the cost of 
public work could not bo determined un- 
til tho work wai completed, and that 
•property owners would never know until 
' street work was finished how much they 


would bo called upon to pay. It was 
furthermore pointed out that under the 
present system cities were relieved from 
being obliged to answer for damages oc- 
casioned by the negligence of contrac- 
tors and their sen-ants in the doing of 
public work. This would all be changed 
if bill No. 37a became tho law of the 
state, and -the attorney suggested that 
tho bill was carelessly drawn and dan- 
'gerous from end to end. Members of 
the judiciary committee asked Mr. Kear- 


-.'• ney if he would be willing to prepare a 


substitute measure, This he consented 
to do and tho substitute bill was approv- 
ed of by the committee ou yesterday. 


CONTENTS OF MEASURE. 


Tho new bill authorizes common coun- 


' cils when bids have been anked for and 
' received for the doing of public work 
' when such bids appear to be collusive 01 
fraudulent, to determine by the vote o 
',.two-thirds of tho members of the coun- 
cil that the work shall be done by tha 
oltv directly. It also authorizes the 
purchase of "materials and of tools and 
equipment, and provides that so much 
' ot tho cost of the work as under present 
law is collectable out of the property of 
citizens shall be collected and paid in tho 
same manner as though the work wero 
done by parties contracting with tho 
oity. One important clause in the bill 
is to the effect that if the cost of public 
-work when performed by the city shall 
exceed in amount the .lowest bid by any 
' outside contractor, that in such event 
tho assessments against the lands of 


cil of any city of this state, other than 
of the first class,' whether 
operating 


under the general or a-special charter, 
shall, after notice duly given, receive bids 
for the grading of streets, construction of 
sewers, laying of pavements; sprinkling 
nnrt cleaning of streets, or for any other 
public work or improvement, or for the 
fiirnishinK of materials therefor, be. of 
the opinion that ouch bids are fraudu- 
lent collusive or greater in amount than 
the fair and reasonable value of the work 
to be done or materials to be furnished, 
said common'council may, by resolution 
and by the vote of two-thirds of its mem- 
bers, direct and determine that the bias 
so received shall be rejected, and that 
the work to be done and materials to be 
furnished shall be performed and furnish- 
ed by said city directly and- under the 
direction and supervision of the board ot 
public works or body performing the dut- 
ies ususllv devolving upon such board. 


Section'2.AVhonever the common coun- 


cil .of any city shall .determine to carry 
on nnv public'work or construct any im- 
provement under the provisions of this 
'chapter, it shall have the power to pur- 
chase and secure all necessary and proper 
tools and equipment with which to per- 
form, the same. 
.. 
^Section 3. The cost and expense of all 
work done and of materials furnished by 
nnv city under this chapter shall bo col- 
lected in the sumc manner as if done and 
furnished by any other person under con- 
tract with.'snid city, and the power to 
low special assessments to defray such 
cost and expense shall be tho same as is 
now or as hereafter may be provided 
under the charter of any said city. Pro- 
vided,' however, that the amounts assess- 
ed hcrcunder against any land; or inter- 
est* specially benefited or otherwise ha- 
blo therefor, shall in no case exceed.the 
amounts which would have been assessed 
acainst the same had the lowest bid so 
-vccmved.as aforesaid been accepted, and 
that «o much of such cost and expense as 
shall be in excess of such lowest bid scan 
be borne by said city at large.

In tho absence oi Rev. Mr, Erfl'meyer.. 


toe president, Eov. Julius Uafke pre- 
sided. Eov. Mr. Konoon led the devo- 
tionja exercises. Rev. George 
Murray 


OoJviUo was on the program lor the 
opening address on the subject named, 
but ou account of the death of a broth- 
er lie woa called cast and Rev. D. E. 
Evans took his place. 


The reverend gentleman in alluding to 


tho important subject 
agitating 
the 


church people throughout tho country, 
said: 


This has become a burning question of 


considerable magnitude, and 1 am sorry 
thai Rov. Dr. Cplvilltj is not here to 
opon this discussion as it has been an- 
nounced. It scorns almost like presump- 
tion for me to undertake such a tusk 
jn. tbls off-hand way without more time 
for consideration. However, it is very 
evident to-overy reader of the discussion 
raised by tha protest against the accep- 
tance of Mr. Rockefeller's gift to tho 
foreign missionary board of my own de- 
nomination, that questions of deep and 
very practical import arc raised. 


This protest is based on the ground 


that tho business methods of Mr. Rock- 
olaller as the exponent of the Standard 
Oil Co., are "morally iniquitous nnd so- 
cially destructive." While I am unable 
to aeo just how the committee eould do 
otherwise than to accept his gift as they 
have done, yet I am deeply in sympathy 
with those who have protested, and be- 
lieve with them, that the church is the 
moral educator aid leader of the people, 
and in order to fulfill this calling with 
freedom and effect it must stand entire- 
ly clear of any implication in the evil it 
is set to condemn. 


NOT A COURT OF EQUITY. 


But the American board is an incor- 


porate body with functions prescribed 
by its charter. It is not a court of 
equity or a court of morals, still less a 
court" of law. So, that when any man 
having money or goods ostensibly his 
own or under a titlo not disproved by 
tho proper tribunals, so that he is free 
to use it as he will, is moved to devote 
it to the purposes designated in the 
charter, of Che society, it not only is jus- 
tified in 'receiving it with thanks, but 
would b« guilty oi" transcending its prop- 
er functions and of eommit.ting a great 
injustice and social impertinence if it 
should reject the sift. 


Thia is the postition taken by the 


bonrd and argues that the acceptance of 
the gift docs not decide as to the right 
or wrong of Mr. Rockefeller's business 
methods. So that as far as this partic- 
ular gift is concerned, that question is 
settled; but it has given rise 
to 
one 


mighty question which comes home to 
the pastors in varying degrees 
every- 


where—that is the 
relation of 
the 


ihuroh to social and economic evils. 


HIS METHODS ON TKIAL. 


Mr. Rockefeller himself is not on trial, 


his personal character 
i.-) not assailed; 


ho is a member in good and regular 
standing of the Baptist church: but. his 
business methods and the system which 
ha has built up, are on trial, nnd might- 
ily so too, and so arc all other large con- 
coras which practice similar methods— 
the "meat trust," the Equitable Life As- 
Buranoe society, and many other large 
Industrial nnd financial concerns. 


Tho question raised involves necessar- 


ily tho attitude of the church, toward 
our whole economic and financial sys- 
tem. It emphasizes anew the position 
taken by some of our 
more radical 


brethren that the church has a "social 
message" to give, as against those who 
hold to tho traditional-view that the 
churoh'« message is one pre-eminently 
and primarily to the individual. This 
"social message" is to be an authorita- 
tive judgment given by the church upon 
suoh subjects as railroad rebates, pro- 
tective 
tariff, municipal ownership of 


public utilities, etc. 


TIME HAS NOT ARRIVED. 


I must.confess 'that I do not believe 


that tho ohuroh has yet reached a posi- 
tioji irhero she can enter into such a 
r»»lm as that. It may be tho ideal one 
for tiio ohuroh of the twentieth century 
to Beck. That the churoh is becoming a 
potent factor in the settlement of econ- 
omio "troubles is very evident. Many of 
tho.miiufitorH of the gospel are bocomin;; 
"fraternal delegates" 
in labor unions, 


Mid some of them are occupying impor- 
tant positions 
as arbitrators. 
The 


church, is more, and more eeokinj; tho 
Wfedom, courage and conscience noces- 
»«y to moke a thorough application of 
the social principles of the gospel to the 
conditions' of everyday life, and is seek- 


ing to be the highest agent of the divine 
will in the establishment of that king- 
dom which is to include andvconscorate 
all these common interests,of mankind. 


• 
SHOWS CHURCH'S ATTITUDE. 


The place given to "labor unions" and 


the "industrial problems" at our own 
national' council at DCS Moinos last fall, 
is indicative of 'tho right attitude of tho 
church, etc. 


Dr. Graham Taylor gave a.grand lec- 


ture on "The principles • of Christianity 
applied to industrial problems," while 
E. E. Clark, «. labor -union leader, gave 
a splendid address upon the "Ethics of 
Christianity reflected in the labor/move- 
ment." 


Now it is very evident that the dis- 


cussion of Mr. Rockefeller's gifts -to the 
churches, is bringing up this whole sub- 
ject of the application of tho principles 
of Christianity to our industrial and 
financial problems, and which is too 
great a subject for me to undertake to 
discuss hero this morning; having had 
no time for preparation. 


OTHER PASTORS SPEAK. 


Rev, Mr. McKillop then "spoke briefly. 


Being personally acquainted 
with Mr. 


Rockefeller he did not wish to speak on 
the subject as it refers to him. He main- 
tained that as Mr.. Rockefeller is not yet 
pro 
,.,.„,ed a criminal and until the courts 
decide him such, he would withhold his 
discussion of him. He then referred to 
many industries which have practiced 
similar methods of the Standard Oil com 
pany and which have driven out many 
smaller 
ones. Mr. McKillop bclievcc 


thoroughly that the United States should 
in some way curtail the scope and work 
of the trusts. Rev. Mr. McXHlop believ- 
ed that we should not 
receive money 


earned in a criminal way, but the difflcul 
ty is tho proof of the crime, 
"Rev, Jlr.'Knudscn spoke of Mr. 
feller's method of squeezing out smaller 
concerns and then putting up. the prices 
and thus ruining thousands of men. lie 
maintained that his methods are not legi- 
timate competition—quoted some practi- 
cal illustrations—He believed it. to be 
wrong to receive money made ic such 
manner. 


Rev, A. C. Gricr recommended that the 


ministers get the book- "Wealth against 
Commonwealth," and Mr. England 
en- 


dorsed the same idea, and spoke of hav- 
ing read the history of the Standard Oi' 
company in which there were some very 
severe statements which have not yet 
been denied, but ought to be i! not true. 


Rev. 'Mr. Wilhclmson spoke at length 


on the question, condemning the methods 
of the Standard Oil Co., and he made 
some comparisons with other industries, 
lie confessed that had he been on that 
board he would not have been able to 
know just what to do. 


Rev. Kuneen believed that it is a good 


thing that this question has come up, 
and great pood may come to the church 
nt large. He did not agree with the il- 
lustrations advanced by Rev. McKillop 
as being in keeping with the 
methods 


practiced by the Standard Oil Co. 


Rev. A. C. Grier spoGc very emphati- 


cally on the subject, stating that to him 
John D, Rockefeller is a perjurer and 
that no )nnn in alt the world is so re- 
sponsible for the vitiating of the moral 
sense of communities, 


IN MEMORIAM. 


Sarah Maud, daughter of William and 


Mary Maud, was born in Singly, York- 
shire, England, October 12th, 1S20, and 
at the time of her death May 4th, 1005, 
her age was 84 years, 6 months, and 22 
ilnvs. She was married in 1S38 soon after 
hoi- eighteenth birthday, to 
William 


Moore of Binglny. Seven children were 
born to them, five daughters nnd two 
.<ons; the eldest is Mrs, R. F. Roberts. 


Four of the children were born to them

After a res- 
idence of a few months in Southport, the 
family moved to Oak Creek, now South 
Milwaukee, and settled there permanent- 
ly.
